Mr. Thompson, a Baptist Preacher, 
Discusses Cannibalism.

He Deplores the Revelations in Connection 
With the Greely Party—But He De- 
scribes the Present, Presidential 
Scandals as the Worst Form of 
That Evil—His Opinion of 
Ministers Who Lend 
Themselves to Such 
Purposes.

New York, August 25.—The Rev. N. B. Thomp- 
son of the First Free Baptist Church in West Twen- 
ty-fifth street, preached last evening on “The 
Cannibalism of the Greely Party.“ His text was 
from Proverbs, xv. 28; “The heart of the right- 
eous studieth to answer: but the mouth of the 
wicked poureth out evil things.“ He said. “Scarcely 
had the outbursts of glad excitement given in 
honor of the rescuers of the Greely expedition and 
the survivors of that party died away, before the 
whole world was shocked terribly by reports of a 
most heartrending nature.

Greely and his sur 
vivors were intensified by some of the living resort- 
ing tothe eating of the flesh of their dead com- 
panions in order to maintain life.

Sovrn Norwa.k, Conn., August 25—J. M. Nen.

After an hour's engagement the French re- 
tired. The Chinese fire was good.” 

THE CHINESE LEADER. 

Panis, August 25.—A dispatch from Tien Tsin of 
yesterday says: The charge d'affaires has left there, 
but the acting consul remains. The Republique 
Francaise says: “France will soon seize and retain 
such territory in China as is useful to her.“ Chang 
Pei Lun will lead Chinese troops against the French. 


England. 


Lonpon, August B. There is another chance för 


a misunderstanding between England and Germany 
in regard to West African territory. On July 12 the 
Germans took formal possession of the Cameroons 
River, in Upper Guinea, and the adjoining country. 


This roused general dissatisfaction amon 
the English traders who think Englan 


should have taken the river years ago. On July 2% 
Mr. Hewitt, the British Consul, held a meeting of 
British merchants and local kings and chiefs at Old 
Calabar. As a result of this the kings and chiefs 
signed a treaty. placing themselves and their do- 
minions under British protection. 


Italy. 

Rome, August 25.---The bulletin of cholera in Italy 
is as follows since last reports: Bergamo—11 deaths; 
Cuneo—11 deaths, and 10 fresh cases; Carrarra— 
14 deaths, and 11 fresh cases. 


France. 

Paris, August 25.—Two deaths from cholera oc- 
curred at Marseilles last night and five at Toulon: 
The panic at Toulon is revived and the return of the 
fugitives checked.

MARSEILLES, August 25.—The report of the cholera 
from the southern departments of France for the 
past twenty-four hours is as follows: Herault—seven 
deaths; Aude—one; Eastern Pyrenees—twenty-one.

686 Egyptian officers and soldiers in the hands of the 
rebels, who treat them as slaves. The rebels pray

WEEPING FOR THEIR DEAD. 


Memorial Services in Utah Towns Over the 
Mormon Elders Killed in Tennessee, 

Sat LAKE, Uran, August B- Memorial services 
in respect to the memory of the Mormon Elders as- 
sassinated in Tennessee were held yesterday in all 
the large and many of the smaller towns of Utah. 
A congregation of about 7,000 at- 
tended services in the Tabernacle 
in this city. The remarks of speakers which echoed 
the sentiments of the congregation were conciliat- 
ory and consoling, reflecting in no way on the 
people of Tennessee generally, but attributing the 
murders to result of bigoted prejudice onthe part 
of the ignorant and misinformed individuals. 
The prevailing sentiment among leading Mor- 
mons, and the Mormon people generally 
is that such acts are the outgrowth of the flood of 
misrepresentation and falsehood, chiefly emanating 
from this city, and continually kept before the 
country at large by their enemies.

Revolt of the Negroes Against the Law 
Which Seeks to Hang a Colored Man 
Who Makes a Dastardly Assault 
Upon a White Woman — A 
Town in the Hands of 
the Mob. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

ATLANTA, Ga., August 25.—Nearly six weeks ago a 
colored man named George Clarke assaulted Mrs. 
Jennings, wife of a prominent citizen of Terrell 
County, in her house, and after beating her in a 
brutal manner, ravished her. He was pursued 
by farmers soon afterward, was overtaken, and the 
mob refused to surrender him to the 
law except on promise from the officials that a 
special term of court should be called immediately 
to try him. It was called and he was convicted and 
sentenced to be hanged. The negroes in the vicinity 
of Dawson, Terrell County, became much interested 
in his behalf and threatened to burn the town if he 
were hanged. Yesterday, seeing the hanging was 
sure to take place, they organized, and, 
with show of muskets and small arms, 
took possession of the town. The militia were tele- 
graped for, and then the negroes captured the tele 
graph station and sent a squad out to wreck the 
train which wasto bring the soldiery. The train 
was wrecked, it is reported, several miles before 
reaching Dawson, and the troops are continuing the 
trip on foot. Clark was to be hanged at 10 o'clock 
to-day, < * 

THE CRIME. 

On the afternoon of the 20th of July two horrible 
outrages were perpetrated upon white ladies in this 
section by negroes, in which both were so similar in 
detail as to read like the story of the same crime 
with the names changed. Early in the afternoon 
of that day news reached the city of an assault by 
Aaron Coachman upon his young mistress, who was 
only saved from further outrage by the appearance 
of a servant, when the wretch escaped. Later in 
the day news came in of another case, located but a 
few miles out of town. Mrs. Jennings wasthe wife 
of one of the most respectable farmers of Terrell 
County. They had employed George Clarke to work 
around the house. Entering the house on the day in 
question, he said: 

Missus, does you know Abe Sammons is stealing 
sugar from you?” 

Going to investigate the matter, as indicated, he 
caught hold of her from behind. and after a desper- 
ate struggle, in which the lady scratched him severe- 
ly, he accomplished his purpose. When the husband 
returned home and found out what had happened 
chase was at once made for the criminal. 

While ail this was going on Aaron Coachman had 

u run down in Early County, and the citizens, 
unabie to restrain their indignation, took him out 
and rigdled him with bullets while his body was 
swingitlg in the air. The day following this lynch- 
ing Clarke was run down in Muckalee Swamp. The 
desire to lynch was infectious, and for two 
or three days it was with the greatest 
effort that George Clarke was saved from the hands 
of the people. Cool citizens, however, put them- 
selves inthe breach, and by promising that the 
prisoner should not only have a fair trial, but a 
speedy one, lynching was avoided. The Solicitor- 
General es esented the state of public feeling to 
Judge Clark, who was in, Cuthbert. It was repre- 
sented to the Judge that the great number of out- 
rages of thischaracter had justly incensed the peo- 
ple, and that the only way to defeat Judge Lynch 
was by making the law of the land equally as ef- 
ficacious. A special term of the court was called, 
the prisoner was given able counsel: he was tried, 
found guilty, and sentenced to be executed in two 
— and to-day the verdict of the law was exe- 
uted. 

Since the first of April there have been eighteen 
rape attacks upon white women in Georgia by 
negromen. Two of them have been lynched, one 
executed by process of law, three are awaiting trial 
and the others have escaped.

Counseller Joseph Furling appeared before the As-

Tho Presbyterian Ministers 
nounce Sunday Work at the 
Building.

A Scathing Resolution Passed at To-Day’s 
Meeting—Several of the Clergymen 
Express Their Views— What the 
Methodists Think—Oth- 
er Views. 


The meeting of the Presbyterian pastors this 
morning was of an informal nature, but that did 
not prevent them from taking some very important 
action on a matter of deepest interest to the public. 
More than the usual number of those who have 
been holding these informal meetings 
during the summer was present, the following 


being in attendance: Revs. Thomas Marshall, J. R. 
Warner, 8. M. Ware, Wim. Porteus, Edward Cooper, 
J. W. Allen, J. Van der Lippe, F. Jus der Heide, 
George M. Bonner. 

The following resolution was presented to the 
meeting: Resolved, That we learn with in that 
the work on the Exposition Building 
has been continued on the Lord's Day, and we do 
hereby solemnly protest against such desecration. 

There was not much discussion on the motion to 
pass it, and after some remarks, expressing concur- 
rence, it was unanimously passed. At the close of 
the meeting a Post-Disparcu reporter found 

REV. THOMAS MARSHALL, 

synodical missionary of the State of Missouri, busily 
engaged in putting the motion in proper literary 
form. He seemed to be quite worked up over the 
matter, and expressed himself like one 
who had taken an active interest 
in arousing the preachers’ condemnation. He said 
he was at a loossto understand why such a move 
was taken by the Exposition management. He 
could not see the necessity of any such desecration. 
Cases of dire hunger, etc., are evidences of neces- 
sity, but in this instance there was no similarity. 
“Why,” said he, we want the character of a public 
building like that tobe such that we can recom- 
mend it to all our friends, and we 
could not do that if this want of reverent observance 
of the Sabbath is persisted in, Public property was 
donated in aid of it. and I insist that the rights of 
Christian tax payers should be respected. Besides 
what makes the thing inexplicably irrevernt is that a 
large number of the stockholders in the concern are 
Christian gentlemen whose feeling should not thus 
have been defied." 

REV. WM. PORTEUS 
of the Kossuth Avenue Church was rather reticent 
and didn't feellike expressing himaelf one way or 
the other. He finally said heagreed with the reso- 
lution, not, however, before admitting that there 
were circumstauces about the alleged desecration 
that he didn't fully understand. The fact that con- 
tracts had been drawn up to give so many days of 
display to the exhibition in his opinion should be 
— in all its bearings. Rev. 8. Ware 
of Ferguson didn't see that there was any 
necessity for such an outrage on religious proprieties, 
and he believed that the contracts were made with 
exhibitors with the understanding that work should 
be done on Sundays. Several outsiders, however,took 
up the reverend gentleman, and stated that no such 

ing had been done. 
DR. COOPER, 

editor of the Evangelist, gave an equally decided 
expression, and said, even if the 
contracts did antee so many days 
of display, that the secret knew 
his business when they were drawn, and if he made 
the mistake of fixing the opening date too early, 
some sacrffice for the sake of religious decency 
should be made. The weather had n fine and 
there was no excuse for the sacrilege. 

REV. J. W. ALLEN 
of the Presbyterian Board of Publication. didn't 
approve such methods on a public building. It 
was ex to sustained by a 
Christian public but this mistake 6f Sunday work 
would militate against it.

WALLACE AND GRAVES. 

The old reliable Democratic organ of Mr. 
GRAVES’ own city and county, the Lexington 
Intelligencer, agrees with the Post-DisPaTCH 
in the conclusion that neither GRAVES nor 
WALLACE is the nominee of the Democratic 
party for Congress in the Fifth District, and 
that the proper, fairest and most practical solu- 
tion of the difficulty would be reached, as Mr. 
WALLACE proposes, by referring the nomina- 
tion to the Democrats of the district at a 
primary election. After a thorough, fair and 
elaborate review of all the proceedings, the 
Intelligencer concludes as follows: 


We conclude, therefore, that neither body was a 
lawfully constituted and lawfully conducted Con- 


| gressional Convention worthy of the respect and 


support of the Democrats of the Fifth Congres- 
sional District. We regard the present situation, 
with two candidates in the field, as intolerable and 
as a concession of the district to the Republicans. 
At such a time as this, when Democratic diasensions 
threaten to hand back the House of Representatives 
to the Republican party, the great body of the peo- 
ple, who are more interested in the success of the 
party than in the ambition of men, should rise in 
their might and take the management into their 
own hands. The factional proceedings of this week 
should be ignored and partisan committees should 
be asked to give way. This is a question for the 
Democrats of the district to settle. There is ample 
time to do it by a primary election in the entire dis- 
trict. Settled by the voice of the Democratic voters, 
it will be settled indeed. Arranged in any other 
way, there will still be room for carping and dissen- 
sions. Let the Democrats of the district vote on it, 
and to their voice every true man will say amen. 

The Kansas City 7imes, however, insists that 
the rump convention, which was constituted 
by aminority representing only Lafayette and 
Johnsan counties, was regular, and that Mn. 
GRAVES has been nominated regularly, and by 
all precedents and party usages and parlia- 
mentary rulings is entitled to the support of the 
Democrats of the district.” 

If this is true, it is true only because it is an 
expression of the fact that no fairly constituted 
Democratic convention, or one whose nomina- 
tion reflected any fair expression of the people's 
choice, has been permitted in that district since 
1876, if before. The whole cause of the 
present trouble is to be sought in the 
long continued offorts of Jackson Coun- 
ty factions and juggling committees 
to control Congressional nominations regard- 
less of the preferences of the majority of Dem- 
ocratic voters. The men who were engaged in 
that work are the men who now oppose a 
primary election and insist on running GRAVES 
as the nominee ofa rump convention organ- 
ized by a minority of the accredited delegates 
against WALLACE, who was nominated by a 
majority of the regularly aecredited delegates, 
but in an irregular convention. 

The Times asserts that GRAVES can beat the 
Republican candidate with WaALLAcE in the 
field, although WALLAck carried Jackson 
County and Kansas City by a majority of 887 
and received 4,671 votes, 2,000 more than any 
competitor, at the primaries in Lafayette and 
Jackson Counties. Thisisthe same song that 
was sung by the Democratic minority which 
supported Crisp against ALLEN and thereby 
elected VAN Horn in 1880. With the Demo- 
cratic organ of his own county denying that 
he is the Democratic nominee, Mr. Gnavrs 
should recall his letter rejecting WALLAcx's 
proposition and join him in a referene of the 
homination to a free for all primary election 
by the Democratic voters of the entire district. 


VIRGINIA REPUDIATION, 

Ever since the Republicans took up with 
MAHONE, and the powerful aid of a Republican 
administration at Washington, with all the 
Federal patronage at iis command, enabled 
him tocommit Virginia to a policy of partial 
repudiation, it has been evident that all the 
rest of her debt would, in the end, be repudiated 
in the same way. ‘Fhe Democratic party of 
Virginia fought till it fell overpowered on the 
field of battle in defense of the honor and credit 
of the State.

that State. “I will be liberal and throw off 
half of your bill,” said the tavern-keeper to the 
philosopher J. N. Nat to be outdone in liber- 
ality,” said J. N., I will throw off the other 
half and we'll callit square.” That is the spirit 
in which the poor tax-payers of Virginia natur- 
ally respond to Mr. BLarne’s liberal proposi- 
tion. The candidate who can by such a sum- 
mary process of reasoning charge per cent of 
their debt sto Uncle Sam, can just as 
easily charge the balance to the same great 
capitalist and grant them an honorable dis 
charge from all their obligations. 

This is the bid with which the Democrats 
now in the Virginia Legislature must compete 
to carry that State. If they are again forced 
to yield to the tide of repudiation sentiment, 
the Republican organs will of course make a 
great fuss about it. But the fact will remain, 
and should never be forgotten, that the repudi- 
ation sentiment in Virginia has derived its tri- 
umphant power from the teachings of Mr. 
BLarne, and from the countenance, encourage- 
ment and material aid with which the National

THE MASSACRE AT FOO CHOO. 

The details that we now hear of the bom- 
bardment of Foo Choo by the French, while not 
complete, are enough to prove this massacre 
simply a national crime. The Freuch iron- 
clads, equipped with all theresources of modern 
war, have heroically destroyed a Chinese fleet of 
toy gunboats and thinned out the surplus pop- 
ulation of a Chinese city bya general battue. 
Opposed to rifled cannon and arms of precision, 
was a Mongolian rabble for the, greater part 
armed with lances and shields which they 
brandished in the air bravely, while 
the French gunners shelled them at 
a safe distance, unhurt by their spears andfnot 
frightened by the noises of the tom-tomis beaten 
in the stricken city. After the bombardment, 
the dead began floating out the river on the tide, 
only Chinamen of course, stamped out of life 
like so much vermin. The junks were destroy- 
ed, the old-fashioned fortresses knocked down, 
and a great victory gained by the fleet. Later, 
to complete the glorious work, the villages on 
the hillsabout FooChoo were shelled and a 
number of additional men, women and children 
slaughtered. 

The common sense of the world must reject 
such an arbitrament of a vexed question as this. 
This is not war—it is murder. The wretch- 
es whose bodies are rotting to-day about 
Foo Choo were men a few days ago, 
with the right to live and to enjoy life after 
their barbarous fashion. These dead under- 
stood no more about the international question 
on which their lives were taken than they did 
about the Calculus of Quaternions. 

There has been no luster added to the tricolor 
in the China Seas. That flag has no business in 
Asiatic waters. It wouid be more chivalrous to 
unfurl it in Alsace and Lorraine confronting 
an armed foe, not covering with its folds the 
capture of a rabbit warren.

4 NOTHING 100 THIN. 


A Wonderful Instrument Which 
Made a Sensation in Wash- 
ington. 


Graphic Picture of a Night Scene at the 
Washington Monument—New Device 
to Help Officers to Get Rid of 
Their Money—The Colored 
Work Exposition. 


By Telegraph to the Fost- Dispatoh, 

Wasurvoror, D. C., August B. —4 curious little 
machine in the office of the Chief of the Stamp Bu- 
reau of the Post-Office Department is the cause of 
the cancellation of the contract of the New England 
firm with the Government for furnishing envelopes 
to the Post-Office Department. It is a queer-look- 
ing contrivance, a cross between a set of butcher's 
scales and ordinary grocer's scales, or, rather, a 
a combination of the two. There is a large dial, 
like the face of a clock, with a little hand which 
flies around the face. pointing to the figures at the 
side, which are arranged like the figures on the 
clock face, with little dots between. 

“YOU SEE THOSE bots!“ 

said a gentleman inquiringly, Well, the space be- 
tween those indicates one sixteen-thousandth of an 
inch. Getting it down pretty fine, isn't it? You see 
this movable piece of iron here which comes down 
with a smooth surface on to this other solid surface? 
Well, the raising or lowering of that moves the 
pointer which runs around the dial. To test the 
thickness of a sheet of paper, we simly place it be- 
tween this movable piece and the solid surface 
below to where the movable piece of iron comes 
down on to the paper, the band registers the true 
thickness of the paper. Delicate instrument? Well 
I should think so. Just give me a bair from your 
head, wil) you? He took a hair and slipped it deftly 
between the iron surfaces. 

The band on the dial followed the motions of the 
screw until it stopped at the figures 20. Just twen- 
ty sixteen-thousandths ofan inch in diameter,“ he 
gad. No let me try a hair from your mustache. 
They are generally much larger, especially if you 
have been in the habit of shaving. He took up a pair 
of acissors and, clipping off a hair from the mus- 
tache, placed it in position. The hand stopped at 50. 
“Fifty sixteen-thousandths of an inch thick.“ he 
said. That shows the effect of shaving. I meas-

This delicate instrument, only recently invented, 
is a companion piece to the scales in the Assayer's 
office of the Treasury, recently described in this 
correspondence, by which the weight of a hair is 
accurately tested. 

MONUMENTAL CURIOSITIES. 

A portion of the work at Washington monu- 
ment has been carried on of late by the addition of 
the electric light. This work has been that of put- 
ting in position a buge derrick, with which the roof 
of the monument is to be put in place, at this dizzy 
height, 560 feet above the earth. The light was 
thrown from the Smithsonian tower of the Treasury 
by two of the reflecting lights of the Hrush- Swan 
Company. The difficulty of this work lay in the 
necessity of securing the eight immense beams upon 
which the derrick to be used to place the  roof- 
stones in position is to be erected. These are 60 feet 
and about 1 foot square, They 
stand within the h feet of diameter to 
which the top of the shaft has narrowed, uniting at 
the top. A mast, twenty-six feet long. wili pass 
through the center. projecting some fifteen feet 
above them again. On this will be a horizontal bar 
twenty feet in length, which will form the derricks 
and be easilv movable upon a center, turning on an 
ingenious ada titdonjof the ponte ener | in use on 
bicycles, anu itormed of a number of grape shot 
from the Arsenal, which are placed between two 
grooved plates. So readily does this respond to the 
application of force that even with a superincumbent 
weight of twenty tons a child can turnit. The 
acene from the monument top after nightfall was 

and wonderful. The effect was heightened 
by a singular phenomenon resulting 
from e reflection of the 
powerful rays of the electric lamps. Standing away 
over beyond Arlington was a colossal apparition of 
the monument, apparentiy sending forth rays of 
light, and reminding the beholder forcibly of the 
representations of the statue some time to be 
erected in New York harbor with its flambeau. 
This was the effect of the light from the Smithson- 
jan tower. A similar but fainter figure was thrown 
to the south by the treasury lamp. This rose up in 
ite majestic proportions from the center of the 
lights in Alexandria, which were plainlyfvisible. At 
the foot of the shaft these phenomena were re 
versed, the appearance in each case being that of a 
wedge-shaped shaft of darkness, bordered on either 
side by light rays, the smaller end seemingly dip- 
ping into the dark waters of the Potomac. A short 
distance away the scene again changed, the top of 
the shaft being apparentiy a luminous center of a 
star shooting off raysin the four opposite direc- 
tions, the shaft of light sent from the two original

COWBOY POKER, 


An English Dissertation on the Great 
American Game. 
From the Saturday Review. 

It was with the greatest grief and sorrow 
and pain that one read in The St. James Ga- 
zette of arecent date an article on the Game 
of Poker,” calculated to do an immeasurable 
amount of harm to those in England who 
Lave turned their attention and given their 
daysand nights to the study of the great 
American game. From beginning to end the 
article in The St. James's Gazette was unsound, 
and rank with heresy againt the canons of the 
true game. It purports to be based on the 
writer's experience of the play in the far West 
and among the cowboys of Texas. We have 
no desire to say anything against the cowboys 
of Texas, and it may be that their views upon 
this momentous question are properly repre- 
sented in the article which we have taken as 
our text; but if so, the cowboys of Texas are 
addicted to the degrading vice of playing a de- 
based perversion of a noble game. The ve 
first assertion of the writer in The St. James s 
Gazette shows the enormity of their conduct; it 
is to the effect that ‘‘the game of poker is play- 
ed with a pack of fifty-three cards,” the fifty- 
third card being called the “joker.” Now we 
do not mean to deny for a moment that the 
cowboy of Texas plays a game which he calls 
poker with a pack of fifttv-three cards; very 
likely he does; the cowboy of Texas will do any- 
thing. But we do deny, with whatsoever of 
strength may in us lie, that the classical and 
scientific game of poker is ever played with 
more than fifty-two cards. It may be that in 
some of the upper hills of the Alps the Swiss 
herdsinen indulge in a game which they call 
whist, and that they use in this sport a reg- 
ular tarok pack of seventy-two cards; but he 
would be a wicked person who would refer to 
their example as one to be followed by whist- 
players in England. It is true that American 
manufacturers of playing-cards are wont to in- 
clude a blank card at the top of the pack; and 
it is, alas! true also that some thrifty person 
suggested that the card should not be wasted. 
This was the origin of the joker,“ which has 
led astray many players of eucher and poker. 
And toa thoughtful nrind no further argument 
is needed beyond the existence of the “joker” 
to prove the doctrine of the total depravity of 
man. Only a totally depraved man could ever 
have suggested the use of the joker.“ 

Throughout the article in The St. James’ 
Gazette this heresy runs, and the whole article 
is vitiated by it. We note, also, other errors 
and blunders, especially in the treatment of 
that important subject, the limit.“ The arti- 
cle may be recommended for study to those 
about to play poker with the cowboys of Texas 
—and to no others, To those who may chance 
to play it with Americans more learned in the 
law, the article in The St. James’ Gazette can 
only do harm by unsettling their faith. Un- 
fortunately, the laws of poker have not yet been 
codified with the certainty and the skill revealed 
in the codification of the laws of whist. As yet, 
poker may be said to be governed by the com- 
mon law as modified by local custom and 
More than one important point remains unde- 
cided, despite the obiter dicta, of self-constituted 
judges. The supremacy of the “‘straight-flush” 
has slowly got itself acknowledged at last. But 
a legitimate doubt exists as to whether 
‘straights’ beat threes“ or not; we are inclined 
to believe that they do; andin the proposed 
code drawn up by the distinguished American, 
once resident at the court of St. James, the 
same position is taken. There are those, how- 
ever, who do not recognize “straights” at all, 
and there are others who 18 the Mississippi 
obtrusion of “blazes.” It is to be hoped that 
these vital questions may soon be settled 
authoritatively, for the game of poker, in spite 
of what the beginner may think, leaves less to 
chance than any other game into which chanee 
enters at all. In other words, there is no game 
at which skill counts as high asin poker. And 
it is skill of an elevated order, since it is exer- 
cised chiefly in the study of the other players. 
If the proper study of mankind is man, then 
poker ought to flourish, for nowhere else may 
man be studied to such advantage. This is, in- 
deed, the prime merit of poker, that it calls for 
the highest exercise of the human intellect, the 
study and the knowledge of one’s fellow-man. 
In no other game is the personal equation so im- 
portant,
